The Students’ Council Jast night at a budgetary mecting 
allocated almost $37,000 to various campus groups. 

Two of the organisations received SC funds for the first 
time, Winter Carnival was formerly under the jurisdiction of 
the Athletics Department, and the Women’s Union in past years 
received a statutory grant of $1 per female student at McGill. 
The former has this year budgeted $5,000 to obtain a first-rate 
act for the Saturday night Carnival programme, as opposed 


The largest single allocation went to the Daily, a grant of 
$27,000. During the debate on the Daily's budget an attempt 
was made to discuss the general policy of the newspaper, but 
after some procedural points were raised it was decided that 
such discussion was out of order at that point.

Possible voting loophole 


WATERLOO (CUP) — The Students’ Federation at

During the past two wecks, 
registration desks have been set 
up by the federation for students 
to fill out the statutory forms to 
appeal through the courts of re- 
vision, 


At the court of revision, the 
following procedures will be ad- 
opted : 

Today, a dozen or more stu- 
dents will present themselves in 
person at each court of revision 
location. 

If these personal applications 
are rejected, the effort will be 
dropped. 


If the personal appeals succeed, 
students’ federation agents will 
attend the courts tomorrow with 
the completed forms of all the 
students. 

If for some reason any written 
applications are rejected, the re- 
jected applicants will appeal in 
person on Saturday, the final day 
of the court sittings. 


The appeals will be based on 
the legal opinion received by the 
Canadian Union of Students and 


confirmed October 14 by To- 


ronto lawyer C.F.H, Carson, Q.C., 
that a student intending to re- 


Marianopolis Student Council 
votes for UGEQ membership 


Marianopolis’ Students’ Council has approved a resolution 
that the College should join UGEQ, 


The decision was made shortly 
after Council represéntatives con- 
cluded-a series of talks with the 
Quebec student organisation. The 
Council decided that UGEQ must 
be given priority over CUS, 

Among the conditions which 
Marianopolis will submit to UGEQ 
will be the right to maintain com- 
munication with CUS. Mariano- 
polis’ application will be consi- 
dered shortly, and UGEQ Coun- 
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cil members are ‘hopeful that it 
will be accepted. 

The President of the Mariano- 
polis Students’ Council, Martha 
Tracy, said that little opposition 
to the decision is expected at he 
College itself. Marianopolis Coun- 
cil members report back to their 
classes after every council meet- 
ing.

U.W.0. protests 


residence lack — 


LONDON (CUP) — A lack of 
residences, now a major stu- 
dent concern at the University 
of Western Ontario, will be a 
focal point of protest there on 
National Student Day Octo- 
ber. 27. 


The severe existing shortage of 
residential accommodation has 
produced a “serious problem to 
find housing for this year’s en- 
rolment” according to a Students’ 
Council report. 

. This shortage will be aggrav- 
ated by 1970 when an estimated 
1,340 more students will have 
joined those now forced to seek 
off-campus accommodation. Only 
956 new residence places are 
planned for the next four years, 

University President G.E. Hall 
indicated October 14 that resi- 
dence fees would likely be raised 
at least $100 next year to pay for 
more student accommodation on 
campus, 

A proposal by Town Planner 
Carl Altenburg for a $13-million 
residential community one mile 
from the campus has been turned 


down by the Properties Commis. 


sion of Western’s Board of Gov- 
ernors. 

The proposed complex, which 
Students’ Council Peter White 
said he viewed withapproval, 
would have ‘included three resi- 
dences, dining facilities, an as- 


- sembly hall and chapel, and serv- 


ice and recreational facilities. Up 
to 3,000 students could be accom- 
modated. 

The Students’ Council report 
points out that the increasing de- 


mand for private housing has al- 


ready caused rents in private 
homes and apartments to rise this 
year, 

An editorial in the campus 
newspaper, The Gazette, com- 
plains that many students have 
been forced to rent on the out- 
skirts of London, an hour’s bus 
ride from the campus.

NDP Club President Mark Zannis yesterday called for 
student support of the move to abolish capital punishment. 


Speaking before an open mect- 
Ing of the NDP Club, Zannis said 
a bill on capital punishment 
would probably come before the 
next Parliament, 


“I feel that the facts are in 
favour of abolition but there is a 
need to put pressure on the gov- 
ernment to get action”, he said. 

Zannis listed the main reasons 
for the death penalty as revenge, 
deterrent power and cost of pri- 
sons, He argued that these were 
not supported by facts. 


He then outlined the arguments 
against capital punishment, stat- 
ing that public opinion, mistrials 
and the difference between ju- 
ries belied any claim to universal 
justice, 

“Between 1937 and 1950 the 
proportion of convicted Negroes 
executed was more than twice as 
great as the proportion of 
Whites,” he said, 

He added there was a “strong
